” Important Factor. 


\ An interesting description of a Hindoo 
wedding, written by Sarah D. Hamlin 
from Kombay, appears in a recent issue 
of the San Francisco Bulletin, and from 
it the following extract is taken: 

As it was growing late we felt that we 
had waited long enough and prepared 
to proceed brideward. This seemed to 
be the signal for a new departure, and a 
procession was again formed. At the 
bride’s house few changes had been 
made, but a “‘choree” or marriage hall 
had been formed by placing at each of 
the four corners of a square earthenware 
water vessels, one above the the other, 
and held in position by supports of bam- , 
boo.

CARE OF THE HANDS. 


Little Things That Will Keep Them in 
Good Ceadition. 

Probably there is no one thing that 
makes girls shrink from house-work 
more than the effect it has on the hands, 
especially in celd weather, says Health. 
It is a real trial to sit down to the piano 
and spread a stained, rough hand on the 
ivory keys; or to take one’s pen in an 
unsightly hand to answer a letter; or to 
pick up a bit of embroidery, if it is only 
that on perforated hose, and use the 
necdle when every thing that touches 
the hands sticks to them because of 
their roughness. Sewing on woolen or 
silk isatsuch timesa severe penance. 
There are methods of preserving the 
bands measurably against the de- 
structive effect of dish-washing, scrub- 
bing and the like. They should be kept 
as much out of the water as possible, 
and when the work is done they should 
be washed clean and rubbed dry. Borax 
water is good for washing the 
hands. Coarsely ground oat-meal is « 
fair substitute for soap in washing the 
bands White unscented soaps are the 
best, as the bighly scented soaps are 
usually made of rancid fats. A solution 
of oxalic acid will remove fruit stains 


from the hands, but it must not touch an 
a af surface. After washing and 

the hands thoroughly, glye- 
erine and spirits of camphor in 
equal parts mixed together = is 
good to rub ever them. Cocvenut oil 
is a pleasant application. Wearing kid 


gloves two sizes too large is helpful in 
preserving the bands. One should have 
an old pair of gloves to take up ashes in, 
to sweep in and to wear in all dirty work 
that permits the wearing of gloves. If 
gloves arc dipped in not very bot linseed 
oil they become waterproof, and may be 
worn while washing dishes. A pair of 
canton flannel mittens is pleasant to 
wear when hanging out the clothes on & 
cold morning. Frequent rubbing of the 
hands will promote circulation and keep 
the skin in good condition. To ‘take the 
best care of the nails, soak the ends of 
the fingers in hot water for some time, 
wntil the skin is softened, then dry, aad 
with @ pair of nail eciesers thin off all 
the dead ekia about tbe asile sad trim 
the pails neatly. |
